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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 -24 are pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

Lack of Unity Requirement 

Claims 1-24 are drawn to more than one inventive concept (as defined by PCT Rule 13), 
and accordingly, a restriction is required according to the provision of PCT Rule 13.2. 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that the international application shall related to one invention only 
or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept (requirement 
of unity of invention). 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be fulfilled 
only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the 
same or corresponding special technical features. 

Annex B, Part 1(b), provides that "special technical features" mean those technical 
features which, as a whole, define a contribution over the prior art.

VI. Claims 1-17 drawn to compounds of formula I, wherein Rx represents a 
structural fragment of formula lie and B represents a structural fragment of Ilia classified in 
class 544, 546, 549 and several subclasses.

The inventions listed as Groups I- VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCX Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: they do not share the same essential structural 
element(s) that define the "special technical feature" necessary to specify a contribution over the 
prior art. 

The structural moeity common to groups I-VI is which is known in the art 

and therefore, cannot be said the special which makes a contribution over the prior art. All other 
substituents differ structurally from one another. Thus, these claims lack the corresponding 
special technical feature(s) necessary to link them together to fulfill the Unity of invention 
requirement. 

The inventions of Group I-VI are distinct, each from the other, because they differ in 
structure and/or element so as to be patentably distinct and a prior art reference anticipating but 
one of the groups would not render obvious the other groups under 35 U.S.C. 103. Groups IV 
and V are unrelated because divergent class or subclasses of compounds exist and each group is 
capable of supporting its own patent. 

The methods of use and process of preparation claims will be examined along with the 
elected invention and commensurate in scope therewith.
